But wo do most distinctly; cou- 
tend and afHrin that the Local Gov- 
oriimeut ought not to have thrown 
away so favorable an opportunity for 
obtaining bolter torms. Had thay 
nogoliatod, and bad Mr. ilackeazie 
relused to ooucade such terms as would 
have boea just aud natisfaotory to the 
Province, British Columbia would 
tlioii have bi.'Oii placed in am rj favor- 
able position for an appeal to tlie 
Queen, wlii o, at tho same time, Mr.

Scene in a Church, 



On Sunday morning the service at 
the Irougate Cathedral, at A 1 bury, 
near Guildford, which was erected at 

a cost of £GO,000 by the late Mr.Heury 
Drumii;ond,wa8 intoriupted in asonit- 
wliat alarming manner. Tho service 
had proceedfcd to tho reading of tho 
prayers, when Captain Symes, a moin- 
ijor of the congregation, was observed 
to leave his seat. He at once aacoLd- 
od the stairs aud entered tho puljdt. 
Closing tho door, he stretched furth 
bis bauds and addressed the congre- 
gatiou. He said bo was commission- 
od by God to deliver a message which 
would not be hoard vvitii favour. At 
this juucturo sovcrnl of the church 
officials rushed up ih • pulpit staiis 
and boggotl the ga.l.uit caiHam to de- 
feist. The request was mot by tho 
captain drawing a sword from a sheath 
Nrhicli was concealed under his coat, 
and, waving it about his bead, In; 
naid that if any person iuterft red nitii 
himiu tbo delivery of his message l.e 
Would run him tbrough tho heart. A 
precipitate retreat was made by tho 
officials, aud in the meautioie Captain 
tiymefl proceeded to address the con- 
gregation, warning thorn tiiat it was 
his duty to tell ihein that perdition 
was their fate if they continued in 
tlieir present faith. Mr. Armstrong, a 
barri8i«r-at law, and au iiiiiiiuvto friend 
of Captaiu Symos, left his seat, and 
running up the pulpit stairH begged 
bim to come down. Tbo cajifain rais- 
ed his sword, and strildug Mr. Arm- 
strong across the hand, nearly sovored 
one of liis fingers. Tho ala- m ca;is xl 
by tills cxtraoi dinary conduct was 
very great. . TJiio ladies of tho congre- 
gation screamed, and many of them 
fainted. The male portion of the co:i 
grogation loft tlieir seats, and, assem- 
bling in knots in the aisles of the 
church, called to Captain Symos to 
come down. One gentleman, undo 
terred'by the injury intlicted on Mr. 
•Vrmslroug, ascrjinied tho puljui stauH 
to expostulate with the captain. The 
only roii'.y he recaivad was tlie presen- 
tation at his bead of a loaded revol- 
ver. Heitriugithe click of the weapon, 
he slid down the stairs on bis back, 
and hid behind tho slaircase. Duiiug 
this scene tho Duke and Duchess of 
N'oi tliuiiibpi land . w ho aro rcguhir ul- 
teindunts of Lho church. left thoir seats. 
The Duchess faiu e 1, and was cairied 
from the church by her . aitcndants. 
Captain Symes had now full posse 
aion of tho pu pit, and, striking the 
sword on tha lbl)le, be was procood- 
ing iu a loud to'.ie to deliver wiiat he 
ter.ued his message, ainid-it tlie scream- 
ing of the woiueu and tho vbclferous 
calls to "come down" of the men. The 
offloi ils of the church had by this lime 
anucd themselves witb Jong polos, and 
with these they weut to the pulpit, and 
after a termendoua sciilHo succeeded 
in knocking the sword aud revolver 
out of tho hands of the captain. They 
then laid hold of hiui, and lugged 
him down the pulpit stairs. A rope 
being procured, ho was bound with it, 
h.and and foot, aud tied tu one of the 
pillars of tho building. Mr. Inspec- 
tor Parke, of tlio county police, was 
sent for, aud the captaiu was niveii 
into his charge He whr taken almost 
immadiatelv before Mr. R. Bray, one 
of the county magistrates. 'i'«o sur- 
goo.is were ordored to e.\amiue him, 
and on their certilicatea be was re- 
moved to a lunatic asylum. — "Mom- 
my Post,"
